A new botanical journal, which promises to be a valuable addition 
to our sources of information, has been established in Italy by thè 
Botanical Section of thè Scientific Congress ; Prof. Parlatore of 
Florence having undertaken thè editorship, under thè direction of a 
committee of thè botanists resident in Tuscany.
